To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tottington  Urban  District 
Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1956  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  mid-year  population  was  estimated  to  be  5,730,  a 
decrease  of  50  since  last  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  was  19. 9,  and  the  adjusted  death 
rate  15.7  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  corresponding 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  were  15.7  and  11.7  respectively. 
The  total  number  of  births  was  91,  and  the  total  number  of 
deaths  was  101.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  and  the  only 
infant  deaths  were  two  stillbirths. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  were  the  principal  infectious 
diseases.  There  were  no  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

Of  nineteen  samples  of  ordinary  raw  milk,  one  was  found  to 
contain  tuberculous  infection,  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  was  notified.  Fifteen  samples  of  pasteurised 
milk  were  all  satisfactory. 

During  the  past  two  or  three  years  it  has  been  noticed  that 
several  children  have  developed  tuberculous  glands  in  the  neck. 
This  condition  has  almost  disappeared  in  districts  where  milk  is 
from  tuberculin  tested  cattle  or  is  heat  treated.  A  milk  supply 
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free  from  tuberculosis  has  long  been  necessary,  and  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  report  that  this  may  come  about  sometime  in  1958,  when 
Tottington  becomes  a  designated  area.  The  only  raw  milk  avail¬ 
able  then  will  be  from  tuberculin  tested  cattle. 

Fourteen  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  and  five  by  private  enterprise.  Fifteen  unfit  houses  became 
subject  to  closing  orders.  There  were  thirteen  applications  for 
improvement  grants,  and  all  were  approved  by  the  Council. 

There  were  seventy  applications  for  new  Council  houses, 
and  sixty  applications  for  old  people’s  bungalows.  The  mains 
water  supply  has  been  satisfactory,  but  private  supplies  have 
been  in  general  unsatisfactory.  Supervision  of  food  premises 
has  continued,  and  improvements  effected  in  accordance  with  the 
new  food  hygiene  regulations.  All  occupiers  of  food  shops,  stalls, 
mobile  shops  and  vans  have  been  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the 
new  regulations,  and  advice  given  in  appropriate  cases. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Members  of  the  Council 
and  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

The  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  supplies  1,817  houses  with 
piped  mains  water,  whilst  approximately  208  houses  are  supplied 
with  water  from  private  supplies  (wells  and  springs). 

Reports  of  Water  Samples. 

During  the  year,  14  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies 
(wells  and  springs),  and  submitted  for  analysis,  whilst  two  others 
were  taken  from  the  mains  supply  of  the  Irwell  Valley  Water 
Board. 

Generally  the  water  from  private  sources  (wells)  proved  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  and  occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  all  water 
before  use.  The  samples  of  water  from  the  mains  supply  were 
satisfactorv.

There  were  four  cases  of  food  poisoning-  notified  at  different 
times  of  the  year,  and  these  appear  to  have  been  isolated  cases. 
Two  were  identified  as  being  due  to  Salmonella  tvphi-murium.

Due  to  the  situation  of  some  of  the  factories,  the  disposal  of 
sewage  presents  a  problem.  The  sanitary  accommodation  in  these 
instances  is  provided  by  pail  closets,  and  these  will  be  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sewers  are  available. 

A  number  of  observations  were  made  during  the  year,  and 
co-operation  is  established  with  individual  firms  with  a  view  to  the 
prevention  of  emission  of  black  smoke. 


7.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1940. 

The  work  of  Rats  and  Mice  destruction  in  the  area  has  pro¬ 
ceeded  satisfactorily.  Maintenance  treatments  of  the  town  sewers 
have  been  completed. 

8.  Schools. 

There  are  seven  schools  within  the  district.  Affetside  School 
has  no  piped  water  supply,  and  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  this 
school  comprises  four  “  Elsan  ”  type  chemical  closets  and  one 
urinal. 

School  meals  are  prepared  at  the  Tottington  Central  Kitchen 
and  conveyed  in  containers  to  the  individual  schools.
